Resistance to winter crown rot MATTHEWS 
and bacterial wilt has now been 
successfully combined to several 
strains. The search is progressing 
for a strain, immune to both dis¬ 
eases, which also possesses winter 
hardiness/ high forage yield and 
good seed producing ability. The 
completion of this co-operative 
project will put alfalfa back in 
the premier position it once held 
in the irrigated areas and consid¬ 
erably increase its value as a long 
term forage orop.

Hugh Michael 
Conquering Plant Diseases 

Increasing farm profits by reduc¬ 
ing plant disease losses is an im¬ 
portant phase of the work at the 
new Science Service centre at 
Lethbridge/” Intensive study is 
made of diseases that have already 
gained a foothold, and annual sur¬ 
veys are conducted to discover the 
presence of new diseases before 
they cause widespread damage. 

Responsible for this work is Dr. 
M. W. Cormack, Officer in Charge 
of the Plant Pathology Labora¬ 
tory. With a staff of capable as¬ 
sistants, he is seeking continually 
to reduce the ravages of a variety 
of plant diseases intruding root 
rots of cereals, cereal smuts, dis¬ 
eases of forage crops, and of spe¬ 
cialized crops under irrigation. The 
loot rots are given attention by 
Dr. Mark N. Grant and Phillip 
M. Halisky. Studies of diseases af¬ 
fecting irrigated crops are con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Cormack and J. 
Eric Moffatt. E. J. Hawn, recently 
transferred from the Saskatoon 
laboratory, Is assisting with for¬ 
age disease research. 

Dr. Cormack began his profes¬ 
sional career in 1928 with a sum¬ 
mer position as plant disease in¬ 
vestigator at the Dominion Plant 
Pathology Laboratory in Edmon¬ 
ton. While there, he was made as¬ 
sistant plant pathologist in 1931, 
and associate pathologist in 1945. 
with lorage crop diseases as his 
specialty. He was appointed offi¬ 
cer in charge, Lethbridge, in 1948. 

Following exploratory work on 
winter crown rot. Dr. Cormack 
began testing for alfalfa resistance 
to this disease :n 1943 at Edmon¬ 
ton. Welj advanced now, tests are 
continued at Edmonton and Leth-

1. Enlistment in, the Reserve 
Army does NOT obligate a 
man in any way. If war does 
break out, a member of the 
Reserve does NOT have to 
"go Active". If he does wish 
to go on Active Service he is 
free to join the Branch of 
his choice—Navy, Army or 
Air Force. 

2. Attendance at parades fs 
not compulsory.
